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ASSIGNMENT 1: Basic Composition 


Use your knowledge of basic composition principles and guidelines to complete this assignment. 


If you have chosen a photography career path, be sure that your images reflect that choice. For example, if you would like 
to be a portrait photographer, use people or pets as your subject. Your career choice, if you have one, will be considered 
when this assignment is being marked. Refer to “Becoming a Working Photographer” in the course introduction to review 
career choices. 


Be sure to submit your photo log sheet with your images. 


REQUIRED: 


e 2 photographic images demonstrating the “Rule of Thirds” 

e 2 photographic images demonstrating the compositional values to fulfil the “Golden Triangle” 

e 2 photographic images exploring any 2 of the following compositional techniques or graphic 
arrangements: Simplicity, Camera Angle, Dutch Angle, Harmony or Rhythm 


OBJECTIVE: 


e To become acquainted with and to practise photographing using traditional compositional values to 
produce photographs based on career path choice and content. 


FINAL SUBMISSION: 


6 full frame (no post capture cropping of the image) colour or B&W photographs 
Photographic records showing: shutter speed, f-stop, ISO and focal length of lens for each of the 
6 images 


NOTES: 


Use 6 different subjects (no duplicates). 

Images may be captured on a traditional film or digital camera. 

No post-production cropping or manipulation is allowed on any of these images. All images must ‘work’ 
straight out of the camera. 

Make duplicate images of each of the ‘Rule of Thirds’ and the ‘Golden Rule’ shots. On the duplicate 
images, whether in hardcopy or digital display form, draw lines directly on top of the copy images 

that mark the proper location of the subject, completing the ‘Rule of Thirds’ or the ‘Golden Rule’ 
requirements. 

Use any lens, ISO and appropriate shutter/aperture combinations to complete this assignment. 
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
